at the council meeting last night— 
Bratt, Oalvir, Dillon, Harsha, Funk, 
Hnber, Kellar, Neill, Osborn, 
See- 


bohm, Selby and Wymer. Vice-Presi- 
dent Neill took the ohair. The meeting 
^vas characterized by a great deal of 
wind-jamming. Every orator in council 
•waa in good fettle and they orated 
upon every occasion. 
This, no doubt, 


was due to the absence of President 
Tntley. 
Someway. Turley has a oool, 


earcastio way 
of discouraging 
the 


orations of various honorable gentle- 
men. 


Petitions for new lights at the corner 


of Eighth and Boundary and Eleventh 
and Hutohins streets were referred to 
the light committee. 


H. F. Thompson complained of a 


crossing on Eighth Etreat, near John-. 
It was ordered repaired. 


The application of the Trades and 


Labor asesmbly to have the union label 
placed on all city printing was referred 
to the law and claims committee. 


The report of the water works clerk, 


showing a balance on hands of $13,- 
583.38, was read and filed. 


The schedule amounting to $4,667.- 


95 was read. 
One item was $14.40 for 


watchmen at the N. & W. shops. 
The 


schedule was allowed, excepting the 
$57.29 due street sweeper Pfleger. Mr. 
Seebohm made his customary objection. 
He said .Pfleger was not doing hia work 
and was imposing on the city. 
Mr. 


Hnber objected. 
Pfleger wag doing 


good work be thought and there was 
no sense in continually objecting to his 
pay. 
If the man was not doing good 


work, why not cancel bis contract? 
Pfleger had a good bond and they, coold 
be held responsible. 
Mr. Huber's mo- 


tion to allow Pfleger'a bill then car- 
ried, Dillon and Seebohm voting no. 


Judge Osborn, of the special com- 


mittee on sanitary sewerage, said that 
bis committee bad reached the end of 
their string. 
They had held a number 


of meetings and [had decided that it 
would be wise to have a topographical 
survey of the city made. 
It was con- 


templated to divide the city into a 
number of sanitaiy sewer districts. 
The idea was now to have general 
plans and specifications prepared for 
the city at large, and a more detailed 
plan for the first district, which em- 
braced the business portion of the city 
from which the most complaints have 
been made. 
Mr. Osborn then intro- 


duced an ordinance appropriating $3EO 
to empoly a competent euigneer to 
make the necessary plans and specifi- 
cations. This passed, Calvin voting no. 
Why, 
the Laid only knows, unless it 


was to impress bis constituents with 
the fact that he ia alive. Mr. Osborn 
explained that $100 appropriated at a 
preceding meeting would not be need 
by the committee. 
The special com- 


mittee was continued by council and 
instructed to expend the money appro- 
priated. 


The mayor reported fines and licenses 


for December, $107.00. 


Mr. Huber called up the case of Po- 


liceman Heisel. He bad heard rumors 
about him that caused him to believe 
that Heisel's usefulness as an .-officer 
was about at an end. 
He wanted to 


know what the mayor had done. 


Mayor Glidden said that he had re- 


ferred the case to the police committee. 


Mr. Dillon, oE the police committee, 


said he bad investigated the matter 
and found that Heisel waa an injured 
and innocent man, who had been and 
was being persecuted by some person. 
There was absolutely no truth in the 
charges. 
Mrs. Stir had told him that 


Mr. Heisel bad not acted unbecom- 
ingly. 
Dillon then spoke touchingly 


about "a 
broad Christianizing and 


humanizing 
influence" that should 


prompt everybody to forgive Mr. Heisel 
and leave him alone to pursue his 
career and do aa he pleased. He talked 
in this strain for several minutes, to 
the great edification of Garl Huber, 
Howard Haraha and a few other regu- 
lar attendants at church services. 


Mr. Hnber still thought there waa 


something wrong in the "fort" ward. 
He had beard complaints from the 
most reputable citizens of the ward 
that Heisel was not a good policeman. 
Mr. Huber said he did not have quite 
as much Christian, feeling as bis brother 
member, Mr. Dillon, but he'tried to be 
as good a councilman. Party feeling 
did not cut any figure in his case, 
either. He would rather see a good 
Democrat policeman in the Fourth 
ward than Ja poor Republican. 
This 


was a case where councilman could de- 
termine whether or not they were serv- 
ing the Republican paily or the citi- 
zens of Portsmouth. He moved that 
it be the sense of council that Heisel'a 
usefulness aa a policeman was about 
spent.

The street commissioner was in- 


structed to repair a crossing at Twelfth 
and North Wall«r streets. 


A new crossing was ordered put in 


at the C. P. & V. depot on the south 
side of Tenth street. 


A plat of the Connell addition, 


which had been submitted by Mr. 
Overtutf, was not considered aa some 
necessary papers were not presented, . 


Mr. Potter asked that the fire de- 


partment assist in cleaning the grade. 
Referred to the flie committee. 


Thu fire committee's action in pur- 


chasing a hoise from T. M. Lynn for 
$120 was approved. 


A new fence will soon be put about 


the oity hospital by the public property 
committee. 


An ordinance to repeal the ordinance 


passed October 7th, 1886, to license 
skating rinka for $150 a year, was 
passed under suspension of the rules 


The ordinance granting the nse of 


the streets and alleys to Otto Germer 
and his associates for gas purposes was 
read a second time and generally dis- 
oussed. 
Council then adjourned, to 


meet Wednesday night to consider the 
ordinance, section by section. 
Previ- 


ous to adjournment Judge Osborn re- 
marked that he had great faith in 
Mr. Germer et al and thought they were 
in earnest in their intention to bring 
gaa here. He pointed out that it wonld 
be of great advantavge to Portsmouth. 
Fuel was 2u per cent higher here than 
is Ashland, but if gas were brought 
here the price would be the same in 
both places, as provided in the ordi 
nance, and this would mean a great 
deal to looal manufacturers.

Democrats and Bolting Republicans 


Undecided, 


CANDIDATE NOT AGREED 'UPON. 


Willie at Present the Indication* Are 


That Mr. Han a a Has Not En ouch Vote* 
to Elect Him, It Appears Equally Cer- 
tain That "the Combine" Is Unable to 
Select a Man Who Can Command All 
•T the Anti-Harma Strength. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 6.—After making 


* bit of history in Ohio politics both 
tar&nches of 't*ve legislature adjourned 
to Monday. Notwithstanding this ihe 
opposing sides ia the senatorial con- 
test remain in conference almost with- 
out Intermission. 


The suspense am! secret work will 


continue till neit Tuesday, -when the 
two tranches of the legislature vote 
separately for senator and the rollcalis 
•will show whether any changes have 
be«n made. The 
doubtful 
members 


made no flops Wednesday. They still 
remain, doubtful, and they are receiv- 
ing the united and untiring attention 
of the legislative steering committees 
Kid outside -workers. 
; 'Next Monday Governor Bushnell -will 
be inaugurated for his second term, but 
de exercises will not interfere with 
the senatorial fight The anti-Hanna 
He-publicans expect all of their follow- 
ers 'here Monday for a large demonstra- 
tion. 


Although many Republican clubs 


feave canceled their engagements for 
quarters on inauguration day, it is he- 
fteved that the efforts of the anti-Ban- 
na Republicans to have as big a dem- 
onstration as usual will succeed. The 
Sauna men will also take advantage1. 
«f. the excursion rates to have visiting 
Republican delegations here on that 
day to protest against "the combine' 
•with Democrats. 


The expected deadlock will not begin 


till next Wednesday, when the two 
bouses ballot jointly for senator and 
continue to ballot jointly from day to 
day -till there is an election. As the 
balloting may continue indefinitely, It 
!•' not expected that the inauguration 
visitors will remain to add to the cho- 
rus of bitter howling and 
counter- 


charges, but some apprehend insulting 
demonstrations and even serious dis- 
turbances on Monday.

' I'rotcstn Pouring In. 


•Letters and telegrams from protest- 


ing Republican clubs and committees 
and others continue to pour in from the 
counties on the governor and the Re- 
publican members who ere co-operat- 
ing with the Democrats, and some of 
these messages and missives appeal to 
Senator Foraker to come to the relief 
of the party by declaring it to be the 
duty of all Republicans to stand by the 
decree of the Toledo state convention 
in^iupport of Senator Hanna. 
• In reply to the reports about Secre- 
tary Sherman, Assistant Secretary Day, 
Congressman Grosvenor and others be- 
ing made the 
Republican senatorial 


eowinee Senator Hanna said positively 
that fce would never retire. He says he 
•was dominated by the Toledo state con- 
v*n'don for senator and can not retire 
In favor of any other one.

•will resrt on thos* who are now co-op- 
em'ting with the Democrats. 


The senator insists that he will never 


-withdraw, even if 
defeat should be- 


come inevitable, but he still insists that 
he will win out 'before another week 
rolls around. Senator Hanna, Mr. 
foirtz and other leaders are now al- 
raost worn out,and they evidently have 
a long struggle still ahead of them. 


The standing committees have not 


l)«en announced in either house, aji;l

ate Senator Burke showed some tend- 
ency to co-operate with his Republican 
Colleagues. The Democrats wanted to 
report the committees, but Senator 
Burke stopped it by saying he would 
y»te -witti the Republicans.

"Combine" Has Trouble. 


Tne Republicans announced Tuesdaj 


that they would hold no joint senato- 
rial caucus, and the Democratic mem- 
bers made the same announcement

of strength till next Tuesday. While
